Have you heard of 

Quarrier Children? 

This name is applied to 
those orphaned or abandoned 
children given shelter by a 
businessman in‘Glasgow, Scot- 
land, by the name of William 
Quarrier, who set up a village 
of houseparent-run cottages 
for homeless and impover- 
ished children. 

His ideas to provide for 
these children actually began 
«vith an emigration scheme in 
the late 1860s, to send these 
children to Canada. There, 
they arrived in Quebec and 
were sent on to Montreal and 
Knowlton, where London aid 
worker Annie McPherson’s 
distribution houses arranged 
permanent housing throughout 
the farming areas of Canada. 

By 1897 nearly 40,000 
British and Scottish children 
had taken up this new resi- 
dence, but Canada’s Depres- 
sion in 1933 put an end to the 
immigration. 

In the meantime, Quarrier 
continued to house and feed 
thousands of children at his 
village in Scotland, which was 
operated into the late 1900s. 
Extensive records were kept 
on these children.

56 and a genealogist and con- 
tributing writer to genealogical 
magazines, has access to Vil- 
lage records.

style. Well, most cards arrive 
at Scotty’s legibly written and 
in good condition. However, 
some cards could tell some 
great stories about the happen- 
ings at the various games and

We have those cards that have 
stuck to a perspiring forearm 
that rested on it momentarily, 
just long enoughto smudge the 
name or address; Cards arrive 
in all sorts of conditions with 
evidence of heavy rains and 
high winds or sweltering tem- 
perature with dust and dirt 
ground into the cards. We also 
get those cards with coffee cup 
rings, heel marks, tire tracks, 
all sorts of food and fruit juice 
stains, spilled whiskey still car- 
rying a heavy peaty odor leav- 
ing one to guess whether it was 
a Laphroig or Talisker single 
malt. There are the remains of 
mosquitoes and ants and 
squashed bugs and the occa- 
sional brown stains of dried 
blood.

something akin to a loom with 
shuttles that not only go across, 
but from top to bottom and 
back again weaving an imagi- 
nary Highland blanket, making 
its hopeful sender part of the 
expanding fabric of the Scot- 
tish community. 

Culloden and its aftermath 
helped break the power of the 
clan chiefs, but it was the 
Clearances that dismembered 
the clans and drove their fami- 
lies from the land to. the far — 
corners of the world. 

The past 30 or so years © 
have been a period of time 
when the clans and other Scot- 
tish Societies in America have 
seen a considerable growth as — 
the descendants return to the 
clans their forefathers had to 
abandon some 190 years ago. 

The following is an excerpt — 
from Michael Brander’s The 
Scottish Highlanders and 
Their Regiment. When the 
second Duke of Sutherland — 
tried to gather volunteers for 
the Crimean War in 1854 a 
meeting was held in Golspie 
and the village was filled with — 





four hundred or more men of 


Sutherland, who gathered to 
cheer the Duke politely. He 
addressed the meeting on the 
necessity of defeating Russia 
and the Czar. Beside him ona 
table as bounty for each recruit, 
sovereigns were piled in a 
gleaming heap, but no volun- 
teers were forthcoming. 
According to Donald 
MacLeod’s Gloomy Memories 
in the Highlands of Scotland, 
when the Duke received no 
reply to his call for volunteers 
he rose to his feet indignantly 
and demanded the reason. 
Eventually one old man moved 
forward and leaning on his 
staff addressed him as follows: 
“J am sorry for the response. 
your Grace’s proposals are

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A LOOK AT CENSUS RECORDS

_s April 1, 2000 ar 
rives for the taking 
of the census in the 


United States, let’s look at the 
history of the census. 

We have always been a 
counting nation. 

We talk about the gross 
national product, the industrial 
output, consumer spending, 
energy consumption, et cetera. 

We are hearing this year 
about how important the cen- 
sus is and what it means to 
count all the people. 

Since the beginning of re- 
corded history, kings have 
numbered their subjects in or- 
der to count them or to tax 
them. In England’s American 
colonies, ministers and elders 
kept church records which pro- 
vided a record of the elect and 
the damned. An increase in 
population was taken in New 
England as a sign of God’s fa- 
vor toward the Puritan church. 
Some of the colonial governors 
were ordered from time to time 
to take counts for the Board of 
Trade in England. 

The American people

The 1790 
census took 18 months to com- 
plete.

Only 6 simple questions 
were asked. The name of the 
head of the family, number of 
persons in each household of 
the following description: free 
white males of 16 years and 
upward; free white males un- 
der 16 years of age; free white 
females including heads of 
household; all other free per- 
sons; and slaves. This in- 
cluded Connecticut, Maine, 
Maryland, Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire, New York, 
North Carolina, Pennsylvania, 
Rhode Island, South Carolina, 
Vermont. 

Schedules for Delaware, 
Georgia, Kentucky, New Jer- 
sey, Tennessee (southwest ter- 
ritory), and Virginia are miss- 
ing. 

In North Carolina the 
counties of Granville, Caswell, 
and Orange are missing. Dela- 
ware and Kentucky have re- 
constructed their census from 
local and state tax list. Virginia 








did, but it includes only 39 of 
the 80 counties that were enu- 
merated. Georgia, New Jersey, 
and Tennessee reconstituted 
their census from various 
sources, but they are incom- 
plete. 

The 1790 census took 18 
months to complete. The ear- 
liest enumeration began first 
Monday in August 1790. The 
headcount was 3,929,214 


_ Americans. They had expected 
- 4 million. 


So, immediately they were 
concerned about the political 








effect abroad. President 
Washington. explained the 
problem and gave assurance 
that “ our real numbers will 
exceed, greatly, the official 
returns.” 

Early American censuses 
were posted publicly, in order 
to make corrections or addi- 
tions until 1850. 

The census of 1800 said 
there were 5,308,483 in the 
United States. It cost 
$66,109.04. This census gave 
the county, parish, township, 
town or city. 

This was not done in 1790.

talian American geneal 
[= is reported to be the 
astest growing seg- 
ment of America’s fascination 
with their heritage. Why is 
this? No one knows for sure. 
But is the observation true? 
Probably. When one consid- 
ers the fact that the Italian emi- 
grants were the last major Eu- 
ropean ethnic group to make 
the relocation decision, it fol- 
lows that their descendants 
would be the last to accept the 
challenge to follow their trail. 
Tracking Italian ancestors 
is in some ways no different 
than pursuing the pathways 
created by other emigrant 
groups. Where there are dif- 
ferences, they are extremely 
profound. Let’s be candid and 
state that for the Italian gene- 
alogist, some aspects of their 
research will be...challenging. 
Let’s explore a few examples. 
If you’ve already tackled 
the task head on, you are 
keenly aware that Italian sur- 
names were frequently altered. 
This process occurred some- 
times at the point of disembar- 
kation, but it also occurred 
when the emigrant began to 
assimilate into American soci- 
ety. So, what you may dis- 
cover, is both an involuntary or 
a voluntary surname change. 
To pursue this phenom- 
enon a bit further, immigration 
officials misread or misunder- 
stood the musical Italian sur- 
name. The result was arecord- 
ing of what was heard, rather 
than what really was. We can 
call this involuntary alteration. 
The second event, voluntary 
alteration, came about from the 
experience of discrimination. 
Yes, Italians were severely 
treated a century ago, for no 
valid reason other than their 
nationality. It became easier 
for the newcomer to change

than to suffer. Thus Guiseppe 
Verde became Joseph Green. 
While this was a drastic step, 


, most new arrivals merely 


dropped the vowel or vowels 

from their surname ending, 
thus Barone become Baron. In 
other cases, Russo became 
Ross, and Milano became 
Miller. 

In addition to the surname 
dilemma, Italian genealogists 
also face a situation few, if any 
other genealogists will encoun- 
ter, that 1s, the “birds of para- 
dise” syndrome. Plainly 
speaking, no ethnic group trav- 
eled the Atlantic back and forth 
more frequently than the Ital- 
ians. Were they that impa- 
tient? No, of course not. They 
couldn’t make up their minds 
where they wished to be, 
America or Italy. Call it a se- 
rious case of indecision. This 
restlessness can cause the re- 
searcher fits. While it is true 
that several trips across the 
ocean are easier to track down 
than one, unless the genealo- 
gist knows in advance that 
grandpa did this it may come 
as a complete surprise when 
trying to explain huge gaps in 
nonno’s life and not knowing 
why. 

While on the subject of 
immigration, the Italian re- 
searcher should be aware that

Nikolai waited for the Comman- 
dant and Governor José 
Arillaga, Concepcion helped 
and advised him in making 
friends. Using valuable gifts, 
Nikolai gathered allies among 
the ladies and padres. In spite 
of his popularity trade was not 
permitted. After four weeks of 
using every persuasion possible, 
Nikoli asked for Concepcién’s 
hand in marriage. The age dif- 
ference was not the issue of con- 
cern to Commandant Argiiello, 
rather it was that Rezanov was a 
Russian Orthodox and 
Concepcion was Roamn Catho- 
lic. A union was considered a 
“mixed marriage” and needed a 
dispensation. 

A wedding would have to 
wait for permission from the 
Pope and the King of Spain. 
After the betrothal, Rezanov was 
considered a member of the 
Argiiello family and a method of 
trading was worked out. 
Rezanov promised to return 
within two years with the nec- 
essary permissions so that their 
wedding could take place. 

Concepcion vowed she 
would marry Rezanov or no one.

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Tips for researching 
African-American 
ancestors 

African-Americans, re- 
gardless of whether their an- 
cestors were free or slave, are 
usually able to trace their an- 
cestry back to the end of the 
Civil War without too much 
difficulty using the same 
sources white:Americans use. 

Pre-Emancipation slaves 
were considered the personal 
property of their owners and are 
identified by the plantation 
records. Research then focuses 
upon the owner’s family and the 
records it produced as slave 
owners, as well as on the slave 
family itself. Searching for 
slave ancestors always requires 
a thorough investigation of the 
white slave-owning family in 
all public and historical records. 

The census records of 1870 
are the first to list blacks by 
name. In 1850 and 1860 slave 
statistics were gathered, but 
did not list slaves by name, just 
tallied and are useful as cir- 
cumstantial evidence that a 
slave of a certain age and sex 
was the property of a particu- 


lar owner. Free blacks and 


their families’ names were in- 


_ cluded in 1850 and 1860. — 


Military records from the 


~ Revolutionary War are avail- 


able. Birth records are avail- 
able as the slave owner needed 
to protect his personal property 


' by officially recording it. If 


you know the birthdate, you 


_ can search the birth records for 


a male or female slave born on 
that date and an owner/planta- 
tion name will be given. Bills 
of sale will be found among 


Jand records, estate records or 
_ miscellaneous county records.

| California’s First Surggon

The first trained doctor in California was Don Pedro Prat, a 
surgeon in the Spanish Royal Navy. 

In 1769, he was among those who boarded the ship San 
Carlos, “Mayflower of the West,” for its famous voyage from La 
Paz to San Diego. The journey was difficult and dangerous. 

Everyone on board fell in with scurvy, including Dr. Part. 
Many died and there weren’t enough men left with the strength to 
run the ship or to care for the sick and dying. Once in San Diego, 
Dr. Prat continued to treat his men as the established an outpost. 
He also generously treated wounded Indians. 

Later, Dr. Prat took part in the second Spanish expedition 
sailing to find Monterey. 

Again, most of the crew fell ill and the doctor ministered to 
them under appalling conditions. For many this was their final 
voyage. Ultimately Dr. Prat himself died. Today Dr. Prat is re- 
membered for his extraordinary efforts and for being one of the 
founding Spanish pioneers in California.

She told us the story of a lovely pin 
that was sent to her as a hostess gift, when the donor's daughter spent a few days with the McPheeters family in Atlanta. 
It was sent by Mr. Bauer of The Little Gnome Shop, then in Louisville, Kentucky. 

Here’s a photograph of the pin. Mrs. McPheeters says the pin is about 2-3 inches long and is not blue on the back, 


but silver. 


Here’s the information that came with the pin: “History of Scotch “Pebble” or “Tartan” Jewelry. The piece of Scotch 


Jewelry you now own was made about 1850 and was hand wrought of pure silver by an itinerant silversmith, traveling 
from farm to farm and village to village making jewelry to order, on the spot. The sets were cut and polished from 
pebbles or stones, common and mined in the area. The colors were usually the same colors used in the Scotch family 
tartans, and each piece of jewelry can be traced back to the individual family or ownership through books at most 
libraries, using the clan colors as the key.” 

“The jewelry was worn not only by the women of the family, but also by the men, with their dress or battle tartans and 
was also used by the men as burial insurance. The same as we today purchase insurance to guarantee proper burial. 
The early Scotch clans were often engaged in wars between the clans and in the event of death on the battle field 
anyone finding the body and properly interring it, was entitled to possession of all jewelry found thereon. 

Scotch Tartan Jewelry has become very rare today, and is seldom found even in good and comprehensive antique 
shops. It can be worn year round, but is especially fine with woolens and tweeds in fall and winter.” 

The 
colors, in reality, are a rust brown and a darker brown As best | can see with a magnifying glass, the back is inscribed

You can get 1930/1940s 
census information! 

Although the 1930/1940 
Federal Census is not generally 
available to the public, limited 
information (generally on a spe- 
cific individual) may be obtain- 
able by filling out and return- 
ing to. the Census Bureau form 
BC-600. 

Certain qualifications exist, 
in that the form used assumes 
that the requesting person actu- 
ally is the person being re- 
searched and requires a great 
deal of background informa- 
tion, as well as the relationship 
of the seeker to the person be- 








ing researched. You must make 
your request to The Bureau of 
The Census, PO Box 1545, 
Jeffersonville, IN 47131. 
There is a $40 charge for 
each person being researched. 
You must know the exact street 
or rural address, township, dis- 
trict, precinct or beat and the 
number of miles from the near- 
est town if the location 1s rural.

Census records are considered to be primary 
sources in genealogy. Census is a Latin word mean- 
ing a count of persons and property for taxation.

The short form asks seven 
questions: name, sex, age, relationship, Hispanic ori- 
gin, race and housing tenure (whether the house is 
owned or rented). 

The long form covers about 34 subjects, place 
of birth, citizenship and year of entry, veteran sta- 
tus, including education, ancestry, employment, dis- 
ability and home heating fuel. Only 1 in 6 house- 
holds will receive the long form.

(Remember, in our context here, we 
mean Copies made by hand in handwriting....not the 
“push the button and a copy appears” variety.) One 
copy was sent to the clerk of the district court and two 
copies were posted locally in public places for every- 
one to see. 

In 1830, all back copies from the district court were 
orwarded to the US Secretary of State in Washington, 
C 

















The census records of 1830 and 1840 had only 
two copies. One copy was sent to the US District Court, 
one for the US Secretary of State in Washington, DC. 
Remember, on the 1840 census, all the way to the 
right, there is a column that lists Revolutionary Sol- 
diers and their ages. 

Once again, from 1850 through 1880, three cop- 
ies were made. One was for the Clerk of the County 
Court, one for the Secretary of State and one went to 
Washington, DC. 

From 1890 to 1920, only one copy was made and 
the 1890 copy was almost totally destroyed by fire. 

It is important to view each copy of the census 
record if you have a doubt or question. The original 
of the firsts copy may be in longhand and may include 
notes about the family that, by the third copy, the writer 
had grown weary of and may have copied only the 
head of household’s last name and first initial. 

Remember, after walking/riding the designated 
beat in the heat or cold, the census taker returned home 
and, by candlelight, copied the day’s census over twice.
